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Head Coach Joe Sagula 
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Head coach Joe Sagula enters his 28th season of coaching in 
2008 as one of the most prolific winners in college volleyball today. 
The 2005 Tar Heels claimed the program’s 10th Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference title with a thrilling three-game sweep of Maryland on the 
final day of the season. Sagula has been at the helm for four of 
UNC’s ACC crowns and six of its 10 NCAA appearances. 

In 2004, Sagula earned his 500th career win with a 3-1 win over 
rival Duke. He also picked up his 300th win at Carolina with a 3-1 
win over Maryland. 

The 2002 Tar Heels won 30 matches (32-4 overall) for the 
first time since 1985 en route to the program’s first appearance in 
an NCAA Tournament regional semifinal. They also took the ACC 
regular season championship with a 15-1 conference record. The 
most successful season in the history of the program concluded 
with Sagula garnering conference and regional coach of the year 
honors. 

Carolina has won more ACC titles - 10 - than any other pro- 
gram. Under Sagula, the team has won either the conference tour- 
nament or the regular season conference title in six of the last nine 
seasons. Sagula has the most ACC wins of any coach in history 
with 168, and his four ACC titles are tied for third most by any ACC 
coach. 

Additionally, the Tar Heels have gone 359-235 since he joined 
the program in 1990, a winning percentage of more than 60 percent. 
Sagula has achieved this success after coming to Chapel Hill from 
the University of Pennsylvania where he compiled a 203-123 record 
in nine seasons, giving him a career mark of 562-358. 

Along with the four ACC titles, Sagula has guided the Tar Heels 
to six appearances in the ACC championship match, most recently 
in 2004, 10 appearances in the ACC Tournament semifinals and 
nine top-three finishes in the league’s regular-season standings, 
including first-place finishes in 1998, 2000, 2002 and 2005. Sagula 
has also coached four ACC Players of the Year - Amy Peistrup in 
1992, Erin Berg in 1998, Laura Greene in 2002 and Dani Nyenhuis 
in 2005. 

The 2001 team hosted the first and second rounds of the 
NCAA Tournament for the first time. In 2002, the team again hosted 
matches in the tournament and topped Winthrop and No. 23 South 
Carolina before falling to Hawaii in the NCAA Regionals. The 2005 
squad hosted for the third time, the first-ever NCAA matches played 
in the Dean E. Smith Center. Sagula has been honored as the 
AVCA East Region Coach of the Year on three occasions and was 
named ACC Coach of the Year in 1999, 2002 and 2005. 

The 2000 squad ended the regular season in a first-place tie 
with Georgia Tech before capturing the ACC title with a victory over 
Duke. The Tar Heels also participated in their third consecutive 
NCAA Tournament. 

Sagula coached the 1999 squad to an ACC title, a second- 
place finish in the ACC regular season and a NCAA Tournament 
appearance. Carolina also made its second straight appearance 
in the NCAA Tournament’s second round. In 1998, Sagula led the 
squad to a regular season ACC title, a second-place finish in the 
ACC Tournament and the first NCAA Tournament appearance for

the Tar Heels in a decade. Carolina also made it to the second 
round of the NCAA Tournament for the first time in school history. 

Sagula’s players develop both on and off the court during the 
four years they are at Carolina. 2004 graduates Katie Wright and 
Jayme Mitchell were both awarded postgraduate scholarships. 
Two more great examples are 2002 graduates Laura Greene and 
Malaika Underwood. Greene was named a third-team All-America 
and the ACC Player of the Year in 2002 as well as a COSIDA Aca- 
demic All-America. Underwood won the 2001 ACC Tournament 
MVP award and earned two NCAA postgraduate scholarships. 

Another is former setter and current assistant Erin Berg Lind- 
sey, who earned ACC Player of the Year honors in 1998 and re- 
ceived the Athletic Director's Scholar-Athlete Award, a true example 
of the complete student-athlete. 

During Sagula’s tenure at Penn, the Quakers won Ivy League 
titles in 1983, 1986 and 1989. Sagula was also named the Ivy 
League Coach of the Year four consecutive seasons. 

In addition to his duties with the women’s team at Penn, Sagula 
served as the head men’s coach from 1981-89. His record with the 
men, which competed at both the varsity and club levels, was 111-75 
(.597). At the December 2002 meetings of the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association in New Orleans, Sagula was elected president 
of the AVCA for a two-year term starting in January 2004. 

Sagula chaired the NCAA Division | All-America Committee for 
four years while at Penn and served four years on the AVCA Board 
of Directors as the Awards Chairman. 

A native of The Bronx, N.Y., Sagula earned his bachelor’s de- 
gree from the State University of New York, College at New Paltz 
in 1978. While there he earned three letters in volleyball, captain- 
ing the team his senior year. During the summer of 1990, Sagula 
served as an assistant coach for the USA National Women’s Vol- 
leyball B Team, which trained in Walnut Creek, Calif. Twice he has 
coached at the United States Olympic Festival - in 1987 in Chapel 
Hill as an assistant coach and in 1989 in Oklahoma City as a head 
coach. In both cases, his teams took home silver medals.

Erin Lindsey joined the University of North Carolina volleyball coach- 
ing staff during early 2005. A 2000 UNC alum and native of Honolulu, 
Hawaii, Lindsey replaced former assistant Jill Lytle-Wilson. 

Lindsey was a standout member of the UNC volleyball team from 
1995-1998. A two-time All-ACC player and AVCA All-Region selec- 
tion, Lindsey was a two-year captain and the 1998 Atlantic Coast 
Conference Player of the Year. That year she led the Tar Heels to 
the ACC regular season title and the second round of the NCAA 
Tournament, the first NCAA appearance for UNC under Sagula. The 
program’s all-time leader in career assists, Lindsey was named to 
the ACC’s 50th Anniversary Team as one of the greatest players in 
league history. 

After an outstanding career on the court, Lindsey began her 
coaching career with the Tar Heels as an undergraduate assistant 
in 1999, when the team earned an ACC Championship and another 
appearance in the second round of the NCAA Tournament. During 
her time in Chapel Hill and the Triangle area, she also coached junior 
volleyball programs for two years with the Club Raleigh Volleyball 
program. 

Lindsey has provided guidance for the Tar Heel setters the past 
three years and has been witness to the emergence of Stephanie 
Jansma as one of the top setters in the ACC. McKenzie Byrd was 
the first setter under Lindsey’s tutelage during the 2005 season as 
Byrd turned in a 1,233 assist season in 2005 as Byrd helped lead 
the Tar Heels to their most recent ACC Championship. Jansma has 
improved each season under Lindsey posting assist totals of 1,277 
as a sophomore and 1,331 as a junior last year. 

Lindsey’s coaching experience includes her most recent stop in 
Austin, Texas, where she coached with the Austin Junior Volleyball 
club, one of the top junior programs in the country. She also worked 
as a marketing director and consultant for the Austin Sports Center 
since 2004, and with Tocquigny Advertising, Interactive and Market- 
ing from 2002 to 2004. 

Erin is married to 2000 Carolina alum Harold Lindsey, and they 
are the parents of Alexis Ululani, who was born Feb. 21, 2007. 
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Former Memphis assistant Travis Filar was added to the University of 
North Carolina volleyball coaching staff in May 2007. Filar replaced 
Lizzy Stemke who was hired as an assistant coach at the University 
of Nebraska. 

Filar is a 2000 graduate of Furman University in Greenville, S.C., 
where he worked as an assistant coach and assistant camp direc- 
tor from July 2001 to June 2003. After leaving Furman, Filar was a 
volunteer assistant at the University of Kentucky for two seasons. 
While working with the Wildcats, Filar also coached boys and girls 
basketball at Trinity Christian Academy in Lexington, Ky. 

Filar joined the coaching staff at Memphis in 2005, where he 
primarily worked with the middle blockers and the team defensive 
systems. He also acted as the director of operations, handling travel, 
tape exchange and camp coordination. After finishing 16-16 in 2005, 
the Tigers came within one win of the Conference USA title in 2006, 
ending the season with a 27-8 record. 

A native of Davidson, N.C., Filar got his start in coaching at 
Greenville (S.C.) High School, where he was an assistant boys soc- 
cer coach. Following his time at Greenville, Filar was the head junior 
varsity girls volleyball and boys basketball coach at Eastside High in 
Taylors, S.C. 

Additionally, he has worked as the assistant volleyball clinician 
at the Fellowship of Christian Athletes Girls Sports Camp at Gardner- 
Webb University, as well as serving as a court coach at volleyball 
camps at Charlotte and Davidson. Prior to starting his coaching ca- 
reer, Filar played two seasons of club volleyball at Furman. 

Filar is married to the former Natalie Muro, a four-year women’s 
soccer letterwinner at Furman. 


Ashley Board joins the University of North Carolina vol- 
leyball coaching staff as an undergraduate assistant after com- 
pleting her four years of eligibility for the Tar Heels. The Raleigh, 
N.C. native was a constant on the backline for the Tar Heels 
during her four years as a defensive specialist. 

Board finished her career with over 800 digs and 50 ser- 
vice aces while serving as the team captain as a junior and a se- 
nior. She earned team Rookie of the Year honors as a freshman 
after appearing in 29 matches as a defensive specialist. Ranked 
second on the team in both digs (331) and service aces (30) as a 
junior, while ranking second in service aces (22) and third in digs 
(281) in her final campaign. 

In addition to her coaching duties, Board is currently 
completing her undergraduate work toward a degree in sports ad- 
ministration with a minor in philosophy and she is set to graduate 
in December 2008.

Dick Baddour, a 1966 graduate of the University of 
North Carolina, was named Director of Athletics on June 
25, 1997. In his nine years as director, the UNC Depart- 
ment of Athletics has undergone a number of changes, yet 
remains one of the premiere programs in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference and in the nation. 

The Goldsboro, N.C., native heads a program that with 
28 varsity sports is the largest in the ACC. Carolina prides itself on a strong overall 
athletic program and finished ninth in the 2004-05 Director’s Cup, a measure of 
NCAA postseason success. The Tar Heels, inaugural winners of the Cup in 1994, 
have finished among the top 10 teams nine times in the competition’s 12 years. 

Baddour is in his 39th year of continuous service to the university. He gradu- 
ated from UNC in 1966 and was appointed Assistant Dean of Men in 1967. He 
served as Assistant Dean of Admissions and Assistant Dean of the UNC School 
of Law and also earned a Master of Arts degree in education prior to joining the 
athletic department in 1986. 

In 2001, he received the Distinguished Service Medal from the UNC General 
Alumni Association. 

Active in Chapel Hill community affairs, he is a past president of the Public 
School Foundation and has served on the Parks and Recreation Commission. He 
and his wife, Lynda, have two sons, Allen and David, and a daughter, Jennifer.

WHY TAR HEELS? 

University of North Carolina athletic teams are 
known as the Tar Heels because North Carolina 
is “The Tar Heel State.” 

One legend has the nickname being applied 
to the state’s residents as long ago as the Revo- 
lutionary War. According to this story, the troops 
of British General Cornwallis were fording what 
is now known as the Tar River between Rocky 
Mount and Battleboro when they discovered that 
tar had been dumped into the stream to impede 
their crossing. When they finally got across the 
river they found their feet completely black with 
tar. Their observation that anyone who waded 
North Carolina rivers would acquire tar heels led 
to the nickname first being used. 

Others say the nickname was acquired dur- 
ing the Civil War. During one of that war’s fierc- 
est battles a column supporting North Carolina 
troops was driven from the field. After the bat- 
tle, the North Carolinians who had successfully 
fought it out alone, happened to meet the regi- 
ment which had fled to safety and were greeted 
with the question, “Any more tar down in the Old 
North State, boys?” 

“No, not a bit,” shot back one of the North 
Carolina soldiers. “Old Jeff's bought it all up,” he 
went on, referring to Jefferson Davis, President of 
the Confederacy. 

“Is that so? What's he going to do with it?” 

“He’s going to put it on you’ns heels to make 
you stick better in the next fight.” 

Upon hearing of the incident, Robert E. Lee 
smiled and said to a fellow officer, “God bless the 
Tar Heel boys.” 

A letter found in 1991 by State Archivist David 
Olson lends credence to another more direct 
theory. A letter from Maj. Joseph Engelhard de- 
scribes a fight involving men from North Carolina 
in which Lee was heard to have said, “There they 
stand as if they have tar on their heels.” 

The letter, dated August 24, 1864, told the tale 
of a battle on the outskirts of Petersburg, Va. En- 
gelhard was elected secretary of state for North 
Carolina in 1876. 

RAM MASCOT 
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Since Carolina’s nickname is Tar Heels, it 
might seem strange to have a ram as a mascot. 
Itis. But, there is a good explanation. It’s offered 
by Vic Huggins, Carolina’s head cheerleader 
back in 1924. 

“In 1924 school spirit was at a peak,” Huggins 
once explained. “But something seemed to be 
missing. One day it hit me. Georgia had a bull- 
dog for a mascot and State a wolf. What Carolina 
needed was a symbol.” 

Two years earlier the Tar Heels had posted a 


brilliant 9-1 record. The star of that 1922 team 
was a bruising fullback named Jack Merritt. Mer- 
ritt was nicknamed “the battering ram” for the way 
he plunged into lines. It seemed natural to Hug- 
gins to link a mascot with Merritt's nickname. 

“Charlie Woollen, the athletic business man- 
ager at that time, agreed with the idea and gave 
us $25 to purchase a fitting mascot,” said Hug- 
gins. 

Rameses the First was shipped in from Texas, 
arriving just in time to be introduced at a pep rally 
before the VMI game. Complete with a mono- 
gram blanket on his back, Rameses helped make 
the pep rally one of the school’s greatest. 

Then the ram was taken to Emerson Field 
where Carolina was an underdog to a strong 
VMI team. But, for three quarters the Tar Heels 
battled the visitors to a scoreless tie. 

Late in the fourth period Carolina’s Bunn 


Hackney was called upon to attempt a field goal. 
Before taking the field he stopped to rub Rame- 
ses’ head for good luck. 

Seconds later Hackney’s 30-yard dropkick 
sailed between the goalposts, giving the Tar 
Heels a 3-0 victory and a legendary mascot. 


SCHOOL COLORS 

The adoption of light blue and white as UNC’s 
colors dates back to the 19th Century. When the 
University reopened following the Civil War, most 
social activities were directed by two literary soci- 
eties, the Dialectic and Philanthropic. The official 
color of the Di was light blue and that of the Phi 
white. 

On public occasions the student officers, mar- 
shals and ball managers were chosen equally 
from the membership of the two societies. It had 
long been the custom of each society for its mem- 
bers to wear its color on such occasions. How- 
ever, the chief marshal and chief ball manager, 
one from the Di and the other from the Phi, wore 
combination light blue and white regalias and ro- 
settes signifying that they represented the whole 
student body. 

So it seemed only natural for the fans to adorn 
themselves with the same combination as that 
used by the chief marshals and ball managers, 
colors that represented not membership in a so- 
ciety, but a University student body. 
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The Tar Heels will play the 2008 season in their home away from 
home this fall as the Dean E. Smith Center will serve as the new home 
venue while Carmichael Auditorium undergoes a massive renovation. 
The Smith Center has featured the volleyball squad on two different occa- 
sions first in 2003 and again in 2005. 

In 2003, UNC played its first ever match at the Smith Center against 
Duke on October 17. The game was held in conjunction with the “Mid- 
night with the Heels” promotion celebrating the men’s basketball team’s 
first practice of the year. The Tar Heel volleyball team did its part to cre- 
ate a festive mood, defeating the Blue Devils in five thrilling games. The 
16,126 fans were the most people to ever see a regular-season NCAA 
volleyball match, and Carolina now finds itself in the NCAA record book 
for attendance at a match held in conjunction with a special promotion of 
another athletics event. 

The Tar Heels returned to the Smith Center in 2005 to play Georgia 
Tech in UNC’s first-ever live televised home match. Carolina thumped the 
Yellow Jackets in three games on CSTV. 

Dedicated in September 1986 as the Dean Edwards Smith Center, 
the 300,000-square-foot structure stands on seven and one-half acres 
on the University’s south campus. Over 20,000 cubic yards of rock were 
removed to make room for the 340-foot-wide, 380-foot-long and 140-foot- 
high building. The first game featured No. 1 Carolina beating No. 3 Duke, 
95-92, in a battle of unbeatens on Jan. 18, 1986. The first basket was 
scored by Carolina center Warren Martin off a pass from Kenny Smith. 
Since that first game, the Smith Center has been the site of many memo- 
rable moments in Tar Heel history. 

As a multi-purpose facility, the Smith Center has played host to a wide 
range of athletic events and concerts. In 1987, U.S. Olympic Festival 
basketball attracted a Smith Center record crowd of 23,713 for the gold 
medal game. In 1988, the venue served as the site of the first and second 
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rounds of the NCAA East Regional. In 1994, the Smith Center hosted the 
NCAA Division | Wrestling Championships, attracting a three-day total of 
over 60,000 fans. 

Kenny Rogers staged the first concert in the arena on April 12, 1986. 
Other entertainers to perform here included the Grateful Dead, Bon Jovi, 
John Denver and Bruce Springsteen. Adjacent to the Smith Center is 

the Maurice J. Koury Natatorium. One of the finest and fastest swimming 
facilities in the country, the natatorium features an eight-lane, 50-meter 
pool. The Smith Center and Koury Natatorium also host such community 
activities as the Chapel Hill High School Commencement, American Can- 
cer Society Swim-for-Life, the School of Social Work gala, the Chancel- 
lor’s Club gala, the Kenan-Flagler Business School Dedication, University 
Blood Drive, University Career Fairs, December Commencement Exer- 
cises and May Commencement Exercises. Thousands of school children 
visit the Smith Center annually. 

Originally the home to the Carolina men’s basketball and wrestling 
teams, Carmichael Auditorium is now the home of the women’s volleyball 
team, as well as the women’s gymnastics and women’s basketball teams. 
Five years ago, Carolina volleyball hosted the first ever second-round 
NCAA Tournament game in Carmichael after a first round win over South 
Carolina. One year later, Carolina beat that same Gamecock squad to 
advance to the NCAA regional semifinals for the first time in program his- 
tory. 

Carolina volleyball has enjoyed a fantastic home court advantage at 
Carmichael throughout its history. The last seven years have been espe- 
cially successful, as the Tar Heels have compiled a home record of 83-19 
since 1999, including a 17-0 campaign during the 2002 season.

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Franklin Street is the heart of Chapel Hill. Running along the north edge of 
campus, it provides a mix of restaurants, stores and nightlife and also is the site 
of celebrations and gatherings. Tar Heel fans mobbed the downtown to celebrate
